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What Betting on Races Demonst rates 


Last Saturday a period of sixty-five days of horse racing 
ended at the Santa Anita track at Arcadia. During the meet 
nearly $16,000,000 was bet on the races. On the last day $745,- 
671 was wagered bp lovers of racing, the second largest amount 
of any day during the meet. Feb, 23, the day of the great 
$100.000 handicap, $802,571 was wagered on the ponles— 
while the average daily ‘‘handle’” was reported as $244,599, 

It is not our purpose to advocate betting on horse races— 
or on anything else. However, we do claim that the betting at 
Santa Anita demonstrates most forcefully the result of keep- 
There were 30,000 people at the track 
Saturday afternoon. Perhaps one-third of the crowd—or 10,000 
persis placed money on the horses. Thus the average amount 
bet by each person playing the races was slightly more than 
$74.50. In all probability very few of the bettors had $74.50 
in their pockets that day. However, these same persons—or

An insurance company has analyzed the record in a graphie, 
itustrated booklet entitled ‘Thou Shalt Not Kill.’ It shows 
that the fatality total was around J6,000— and the injury total 
near the million mark It is a fact that automobile registra- 
tions increased last year, as compared with 19383—but they in- 


creased but 6 per cent, as did gasoline consumption, while the 
death record soared 16 per cent. 

Booze and speed are the greatest causes for this ghastly | 
record. And no doubt booze contributes to a great extent to 


gome of the excessive speed and naturally to much of the reck- 
less driving. Excessive speed not only contributes to the num- 
ber of accidents, but it also tends to make the consequences of 
each accident more disastrous. A ‘‘heavy foot’’ on the aceel- 
erator no doubt has made the visit of the death angel prema- | 
tute in thousands of instances, 

We often hear the statement that booze and gasoline don’t 
mix. This statement is untrue. Booze and gas do mix—and 
that it what causes trouble. If many ear drivers did not mix 
their booze and gas there would be many thousands less acci- 
dents each year—whereas such accidents have shown a great 
increase since liquor has been licensed. 

Yiast year, automobiles struek 337,000 pedestrigns—-ana 
16,000 died. There were 381,000 accidents in which two cars 
eollided—resulting in the death of 8,500 people. Four thous- 
and were killed as the vesult of cars striking tixed objects— 
and 1,100 perished in accidents involving cars and trains—a 
type of aecident which is almost invariably the fault of the 
motorist. 

Drivers who speed in improper places, who drive on the 
wrong side of the road, who usurp the right-of-way, who pass 
on, hills and eurves, who fail to give proper signals and who 
are otherwise reckless, menace the life, health and property of 
every American citizen. Are we to continue to permit such 
drivers to make a shambles of the publie streets and highways?

quake in that section: 

Ever since I have been here in 
the middle west people would say 
“Aren’t you afraid of earthquakes | 
in California?” No, I am not 
afraid of anything like that. 
Wherever I went, Kansas City, 
Mo.; St. Joe, or Omaha, I was ask- 
ed the same thing—and then at 5 
a.m., March 1—I had gone to 
bed early——I woke up, the windows 
rattled, the house shook. I thought 
it was caused by a heavy loaded 
truck passing along the street and 
when I went to breakfast the peo- 
ple were all talking abou! the 
earthquake at 5 a. m. Dishes rat- 
tled, pictures on the walls swayed 
back and forth—one man said he 
thought the foundation had fallen 
under his house. There was no 
damage that I heard of, but I told 
them now you have a light dose 
of what happens in California and 
the next time it may be more se- 
vere in your earthquake proof
